Washington, August 9.—Two pri- 
maries tomorrow are of national in- 
terest. Ohio’s because it involves 
prohibition and two democratic fig- 
ures .of importance on that. party’s 
card of presidential eligibles.

bama’s because Governor Al Smith of 
New York has become one of the live 
issues in the fight. over the governor- 
ship, forecasting the controversy that 
his candidacy will provoke among 
southern democrats between now and 
1928. A third primary in Arkansas 
involves a quarrel among drys of the 
state, but has little outside signifi- 
cance. 

Ohio democrats are expected to re- 
nominate Governor Vic Donahey for 
his third term. 

As a repeater this puts him in the 
same class as Al Smith. His election 
seems equally likely. The democratic 


a lively fight between former Senator 
Atlee Pomerene and Miss Florence 
Atlen, the only woman judge of a 
state supreme court in the country. 
Pomerene was defeated by Senator 
Fess in 1922 by drys and organized 
labor. This year he has these two 
elements plus many women opposing 
him. The democratic organization is 
behind him, however, and expects to 
give him the nomination. His chances 
of being elected against Willis, pro- 
tege of the Anti-Saloon league, is 
more donbtful, for the drys, labor and

candidacy an issue. The klan is ac- 
tive but there appears to be some 
uncertainty as to just how solidly 
its vote will go toward any one can- 
didate. L. B. Musgrove, who pre- 
viously opposed Underwood for the 
senate, is running again and has been 
indorsed by some klan leaders. Al- 
though local controversies are con- 
spicuous in the primary fights, the 
balloting will to some degree indicate 
what Alabama intends to do regard- 
ing AI Smith’s candidacy. Repub- 
licans having no influence in Ala- 
bama, the primary results are equiva- 
lent to election and the factions which 
gain the ascendancy now probably will 
control the state’s delegation to the 
next democratic national convention.

Democratic Committee 
Certifies Names of Mrs. 
Ferguson and Moody for 
Run-Off August 28. 


MOODY LACKED 
MAJORITY VOTE 


Committee Refuses Peti- 
tion of Ferguson Asking 
Moody Be Disqualified 
For “Irregularities.” 


Dallas, Texas, August 9.—(#)—The 
battle for the democratic nomination 
for governor of Texas is to be fought 
all over again between Governor 
Miriam A.. Ferguson and Attorney 
General Dan Moody. 

In the midst of threats of court 
action to disqualify Moody, the demo- 
cratic state executive committee today 
certified the names of Mrs. Ferguson 
and Moody to go on the ballot for the 
run-off primary, August 28. 

The committee refused to consider 
a petition read by A. L. Curtis, of 
Belton, Texas, who appeared as at- 
torney for Mrs. Ferguson, asking that 
Moody be disqualified on the ground 
of alleged irregularities in campaign 
contributions. 

Moody, in a heated speech, de- 
nounced the petition as a document 
“presented for a sinister political pur- 
pose,” and declared it to be “false and 
without foundations.” 

No mention was made in the com- 


mittee proceedings of Mrs. Ferguson’s 
oh gp to retire from the race or of 
ier announced intention to resign 
from her office at the close of the 
special legislative session she has 
called for September 13, 
Moody Lacked Majorit 

The committee’s action certifying 
the names of Mrs. Ferguson and 
Moody came after an official canvass 
of the July primary vote by a sub- 
committee, which shawed that Moody 
lacked 1,770 votes of having a major- 
ity over all candidates. 

Under the Texas election law, the 
executive committee must certify the 
names of the two highest candidates 
fer a run-off where the returns do 
not show a majority for any candi- 


date. 
The Ferguson petition recited that 


Moody’s campaign expense statement, 


ety 0, foritier 
speaker and ¢ ueceed him- 
self, had contributed each to 
Moody's campaign. 

The petition alleged:that this was a 
violation of the election law, and 
quoted chapters of the law prohibit- 
ing candidates to contribute to the 
campaign funds of other candidates. 

Beeause of this alleged violation, 
the petition held that Moody had fer- 
feited his right to be a candidate he- 
catse he “had assented to, connived 
at and therefore was a principal in 
such acts of violation.” 

The document further said that 
these alleged illegal contributions con- 
tained in Meody’s expense statement 
“operated to make all Moeédy's cam- 
paign expense statements filed with 
the secretary of state false.” 


Irregularities Changed. 

Many votes cast for Mrs, Fergu- 
son were counted for Moody, said the 
petition, and it further alleged that 
the laws were violated by electioneer- 
ing within the. polling booths, and by 
permitting many unqualified persons 
to vote. 

In conclusion the petition stated 
that there was “serious doubt wheth- 
er the committee had power to pass 
on the questions ‘raised.,” 

ities Charged. 

“There also is doubt,” concluded 
the petition, “as to whether quo war- 
ranto proceedings would suffice to 
clear up the question involved. There- 
fore, we state that we will reserve the 
right to seek relief in the courts.” 

Chairman Arthur Edison of the 
committee ruled that the committee 
was without authority to consider the 
petition. The committee then adopted 
the report of the subcommittee, which 
recommended that the names of both 
Mrs. Fer,uson and Moody be certi- 
fied for tLe run-off primary. Action 
of the committee was unanimous, The 
Texas law makes it mandatory for the 
committee to certify the two highest

NO BREAK SEEN

Mexico City, August 9.—(4)—The 
Mexican episeupate continues firm in 
its stand, reiferated again today, that 
the government can end the religious 
deadiock whenever it chooses by with- 
drawing the. religious regulations 
“which destroy the church’s rights and 
constitute persecution of the church.”

In the ensuing return of the fire, by 
the four negro members of the sech»on- 
er’s crew, the hi-jackers put about im- 
mediately, with two of their. number 
said to be dead. 

Two Are Wounded. 

Late today the wounded men of the 
schooner-~+Bob Liel Pantd, captain, 
and Leorse Gunway, cook—were 
brought into St. Augustine by Horton 
Colee, master of a shrimp boat, who 
said he had approached the schooner 
when he noticed that the British en- 
sien was being flown upside down. On 
board Colee’s beat, too, was Y. L.

In the July number of The Health 
Bulletin issued by the North Carolina 
state board of health—a health de 
partment publication which I read for 
instruction; the health publications of 
some other states ar. more for amuse- 
ment—occurs one of the finest health 
sermons | have ever read. It is com- 
plete in two dozen words, ‘The au- 
thor’s name does not appear. 

Many long-winded discourses have 
heen hung on .the. shortest. verse in 
Scripture and except for the instruc- 
tion and exhortation of children it 
may he debatable whether these end- 
less .sermons have conveyed any 
thought not conveyed ihe text. 
Jesus wept. 

Iiere is the complete text .of the 
health. sermon published in the North 
C eee bulletin: . 

f you wish to get well of tubereu- 
losis what you have in your. head is 
more important than what you hee in 
your. lungs.” 

Cut it out and keep it in your fam- 
ily health book. Tuberculosis is a dis- 
ease which is almost certain to occur 
sooner or. later in every family, it is so 
common and so widespread, and when 
it does occur in your family the. wis- 
dom and truth ~acked in this liitle 
sermon may light,the way to, recovery. 

This health sermon is almost brief 
enough {o serve as a maxim or motto, 
but it is much more than a mere 
epigram.

We Were Not. an Ally. 

It is being forgotten, I tear. that the 
United States was never ally of 
the allied powers fighting against the 
central powérs’ led by the Kaiser. 

President. Wilson rigidly, and con- 
tinuously refused to ee the WWnited 
States to be placed_in the character 
of “anally” of France, Belgium, 
England, Italy and the others acting 
ag the “allied powers.’’ On the con- 
trary, he resolutely insisted that we 
were an “associated” power with 
them after our entry into the war! 

President Wilson knew history and 
he was wise enough to, wnderstand 
the obligations of.an “ally’’ and the 
far reach of them even after a war 


was.ended and its aftermuths should} 


come to be dealt with. 

He determined, when he decided 
that he would ask congress to declare 
war against Germany, that.it should 
be specifically our war with that 
power and that it should be based on 
our grounds of offense only. He 
made that plain to all parties con- 
cerned—to us Americans at home, to 
France, to those nations allied with 
lier, and, above all, to ihe Kaiser and 
his coparceners. 

And today, by virtye of the fore- 
sight and prudence otf President Wil- 
son, none of the duties or debts of 
an ally are. obligatory upon the

Cape Griz Nez, France, August 9.—Ishak Helmy, the giant Egyptian 
swifhmer and friend of Gertrude Ederle, dove off in the direction of the 
English coast at 9:30 o’clock tonight with weather conditions ideal for his 
third attempt this year to swim the English channel. 


With Helmy went Georges Michel, , 


the enormous Frenchman, winner of 
the Paris marathon two weeks ago. 


It was Michel’s th try at the 
angry waters of the Straits of Dover. 

The pair decided late this afternoon 
sto make it a two-some, 

Helmy and Michel struck -off to- 

gether, shepherded as one by the 

Boulogne tug, Alsace, Captain Louis 
Corthes, the same tug and commander 
that shielded Trudie Ederle. This 
Was an economic measure for Michel, 
but Helmy had no need for economy 
as he is wealthy and trying to swim 
the channel has been his hobby for 
years, although he is but 28. 


In one. rowboat preceding the two 
mastodonic swimmers were Bill Bur- 
gess, who was training Helmy along 
with Miss Ederle, and Jabez Wolffe, 
her trainer last year, who has been 
training Michel for this channel effort. 

A crowd of several hundred persons 
was on the beach to see them off, 
Artois peasants coming from miles 
around on hearing that Trudie would 
appear for their start, as she did last 
night for the take-off of Omer Per- 
rault, the sad-eyed young Canadian, 
and Lieutenant Colonel Bernard Frey- 
berg, “the most wounded veteran of 
the English army,” and hero of the 
Dardanelles, both of whom failed. 


Crowd Cheers “Trudie.” 


The crowd was mildly enthusiastic 
over Helmy and Michel, but 
woman channel champion’s appearance

Trudie wished them both luck and 
expressed the regret that her schedule 
would not permit her to go with them 
on the Alsace to swim with them occa- 


sionally and encourage them, and also |

the start with Helmy, as she had 
planned to do. 

Perrault, at the last moment, elected 
to defer his new start, which also had 
been scheduled for tonight. 

Besides his coatings of grease, Hel- 
my wore a bathing suit of the custo- 
mary design for distance swimmers, 
but Michel let it go at the grease. He 
figures channel boats will not come 
near enough to protest his lack of 
apparel as the police did when he 
tried to swim the Paris marathon 
that way. The police protest was 
based on the fact the marathon course 
passes under a score of bridges. 

“And there aren't ya over the 
channel,” laughed Michel. 


Helmy Is Giant. 

Helmy .is the biggest man who ever 
aspired to channel honors. He is 6 
feet 3 inches tall and weighs 253 
pounds. He has never worked a day 
in his life, is hardly ever serious, and 
is a person of be ot temper and 
quick contrition ée is fond of danc- 
ing and of alcoholic drinks, but shuns 
the latter when training for a chan- 
ne] swim. He climbed aboard his 
tug last year only after he had been 
14 hours and 32 minutes in the water, 
almost exactly the time Trudie re- 
quired for the crossing last Friday.

“While fair to good prospects still 
prevail, the crop in this section is 
more spotted than it was last year, 
and, as a rule. not so well fruited, 
Numerous reports of increased weevil 
activity were received from southern 
counties, although severe infestation is 
still spotted and of local significance.”
